There  (Were  63  deaths  in  1953  and  8l  in  1951*  There  were  no 
deaths  attributed  to  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  for  the  third 
consecutive  year.  For  the  sixth  consecutive  year  there  were  no 
deaths  due  to  Pregnancy,  Childbirth  and  Abortion.  There  were 
2 deaths  attributed  to  malignant  neoplasm  of  lung,  bronchus. 

As  opposed  to  21  in  195^»  there  were  only  11  deaths  attributed  to 
Coronary  Disease. 

Of  the  total  deaths,  38  were  70  years  or  over  at  time  of 
death.  • 

Table  II  gives  a classification  of  the  causes  of  death  and 
the  number  attributed  to  each  cause. 

GENERAL  EPIDEMIOLOGY 

Diphtheria- 

No  cases  were  notified.  This  is  the  fourth  consecutive 
year  in  which  no  notifications  were  received. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation 

Of  the  children  born  in  the  years,  195^»  1953i  1952  and  1951 
at  the  end  of  the  year  35)  35)  ^2  and  ^5  were  immunised.  At  the 
end  of  195^  the  numbers  _immu2iised_ for  these  years  were  2,  27)  39 
and  4l . In  195^  the  total  number  of  live  births  was  91  and  in 
1953  and  1952  they  were  82  and  111  respectively. 

This  percentage  of  immunisation  is  still  too  low.  It  is 
hoped  to  secure  the  immunisation  of  not  less  than  73%  of  babies 
before  their  first  birthday.  11  babies  born  in  1955  were 
immunised  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

Owing  to  the  occurrence  within  a fortnight  of  three  cases 
of  paralytic  poliomyelitis  in  Monmouthshire,  a letter  from  the 
County  Medical  Officer  on  the  28th  July,  1955  suggested  that  all 
vaccinations  and  immunisations  should  be  discontinued  until  the 
beginning  of  October. 

On  the  9th  August,  1955)  owing  to  the  occurrence  of  polio- 
myelitis in  the  area,  a circular  letter  was  sent  to  all  medical 
practitioners  in  the  area  asking  them  to  co-operate  with  us  by 
postponing  all  vaccinations  and  immunisations  until  the  beginning 
of  October. 

Vaccinations  and  immunisations  were  commenced  again  on  the 
1st  October,  1955* 
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Scarlet  Fever 


As  in  T95^^  no  cases  were  notified.  Two  cases  were 

notified  in  1953  and  k in  1952. 

Measles 

There  were  206  notifications,  I83  being  notified  in  the 
Quarter  ended  30th  June,  1955*  Of  the  206  notifications,  121 
of  these  were  for  children  in  the  age  group  5 “ 9 years. 

There  were  no  notifications  in  195^  and  39  in  1953* 

Whooping  Cough 

There  were  10  notifications  as  against  1 in  195^  and  19  in 

1953. 

Immunisation  against  Whooping  Cough  was  commenced  in  the  area 
in  May,  1955*  Children  v;ere  immunised  against  Whooping  Cough 
alone  and  in  combination  with  Diphtheria  vaccine.  By  the  end  of 
the  year  10  children  were  immunised  against  Vifhooping  Cough  alone 
and  30  with  the  combined  vaccine. 

Poliomyelitis 

As  in  1953i  1952  and  1951 » no  notifications  v;ere  received. 

One  notification  was  received  in  195^  but  this  was  not  confirmed. 

Food  Poisoning 

10  cases  were  notified  and  of  these  8 came  from  the  same 
source.  The  causative  organism  was  not  discovered  in  these 
latter  and  they  were  mild  in  type  and  soon  recovered.  It  is 
probable  that  the  cause  was  of  staphylococcal  origin. 

One  case  of  Salmonella  Tyhpi-murium  was  notified  but 
although  the  child  was  removed  from  hospital  against  medical 
advice,  only  one  other  person  was  infected.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


WATER 


The  main  water- supply  of  the  town  is  supplied  by  the 
Wales  Gas  Board,  Monmouth  Gas  & Water  Undertaking.  This  supply 
is  a mixed  one  consisting  of  deep  spring  and  river  water, 
different  parts  of  the  town  being  supplied  by  different  Service 
Reservoirs. 

All  supplies  are  filtered  and  chlorinated,  at  times  the 
amount  of  free  chlorine  found  in  the  supply  at  the  tap  is 
somewhat  excessive. 

The  supply  was  regularly  sampled  for  bacteriological 
examination  and  of  13  samples  taken  12  were  satisfactory  and 
one  unsatisfactory. 

Generally  the  water  is  fresh  and  pleasing  to  the  palate 
and  is  of  moderate  hardness. 

3 samples  were  taken  from  other  supplies,  one  was 
unsatisfactory.  Users  were  advised  to  boil  water  before 
drinking . 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

19  new  houses  were  connected  to  the  sewer.  5 new  houses 
to  septic  tanks. 

Sewage  disposal  is  by  settling  tanks  and  contact  beds. 
RIVERS  AND  STREAMS 


There  is  alleged  pollution  from  the  Council's  Sewerage 
Purification  Beds. 

CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION 

There  are  1,789  premises  with  Water  Closet  accommodation 
of  which  1,507  are  on  the  main  drainage  system  and  282  are 
served  by  cesspools  and  septic  tanks. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


The  area  of  collection  remains  the  same  as  for  previous 
years . 

Weekly  collections  are  made  in  the  town,  and  fortnightly 
in  outlying  areas.  Some  of  the  business  premises  receive 
more  frequent  calls. 

Whilst  a large  number  of  householders  use  proper  lidded 
bins  for  the  storage  of  House  Refuse,  quite  a number  use 
receptacles  which  are  inadequate,  insanitary  and  unsightly. 
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and  cause  litter  in  the  streets.  It  is  suggested  that 
.remedial  measures  be  taken.

The  Ice  Cream  (Heat  Treatment)  Regulations  came  into  force  on 
the  "Ist  May,  19^7*  These  Regulations  prescribe  the  method  by 
which  Ice  Cream  should  be  manufactured.  The  occupiers  of  all 
registered  premises  within  the  Borough  are  aware  of  the  requirements 
of  these  Regulations, 

There  appears  to  be  a grov\?ing.  tendency  for  the  sale  of  pre- 
packed ice  cream  in  the  town,  and  this  should  be  encouraged  as 
there  is  much  less  risk  of  contamination,

The  facilities  for  storage  of  hides  and  skins  is  very 
poor,  but  every  endeavour  is  made  to  minimise  the  objectionable 
sight  of  these  skins. 

The  premises  are  regularly  sprayed  with  contact 
insecticides,  and  skins  and  bins  dusted  with  insecticide 
powder  in  an  effort  to  reduce  the  nuisance  from  flies.  The 
individual  slaughterhouses,  stock  pens  and  hanging  rooms, 
drain  to  a trapped  gulley  connected  to  the  sewer.  Spillage 
over  this  gulley  grid  does  take  place  but  this  is  swilled 
off  the  causeway  with  water;  thus  any  blood  or  manure  which 
may  find  its  way  into  the  river  is  very  much  diluted  and  causes 
little  pollution  of  the  river. 

During  the  year  ^06  heifers  and  steers,  26  cows,  4105  sheep 
and  lambs,  1184  pigs  and  sows,  103  calves,  were  inspected. 

1889  lbs.  meat  and  1,483  lbs.  offal  were  condemned  as 
unfit  for  human  consumption.

Legal  proceedings  were  instituted  against  the  trader 
for  selling  ice  cream  which  was  deficient  in  fat,  but  the 
facts  were  not  proven  and  the  case  dismissed.
